The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
takes as his reasons for allowance the reasons given for patentability as set forth in 
applicant's "REMARKS" filed 07/02/09 with the amendment. In applicant's said 
REMARKS, applicant neglected to traverse the prior-art rejection made over JP 2002- 
035686 optionally in view of Hirose U.S. Application Publication No.: 2001/0022149 
and/or Mitsuji et al. U.S. Patent Number 5,130,167. Nevertheless, the Examiner holds 
that applicant's claims as amended in the amendment filed 07/02/09 are patentable 
over said references at least in part because neither JP nor the secondary references 
teach or suggest applicant's claimed size ranges for the zinc flakes and aluminum 
flakes.
